Thursday night of the departure of the 
trains bearing tho forces to relievo 
Camp Anderson. The first train, which 
left at 8:30 Thursday afternoon, car- 
rying 1S6 mlltlamon and about eighty- 
five citizens, had the brunt of tho 
battle. This train want to Offutt last 
night before dark, and then tho forces 
left there and started on a roundabout 
way across the mountain to reach the 
camp and relieve Anderson's men In 
the fort They understood that other 
forces wore to follow, but they know 
nothing definite. 


They hod proceeded but a little way 


when a crowd of some fifty or 100 
minors concealed In ambush fired on 
them from behind. Those miners wore 
concealed 
behind rocks and trees. 


Knoxvlllo's business men were lr> tho 
rear and thoy caught tho storm ot jul- 
let». 
The command halted and re- 


turned the flro. They then charged 
the miners and drove them from their 
position and from the mountain. 


During the fight John E. Wivltholl, a 


clerk In tho East Tennessee railroad, 
thin city, fell dead with 
a 
bullet 


through his brain and Hush Olvons, a 
constable of this city, fell dead with 
several balls through him, and Lawyer 
T. I.. Cnrty, of this city, received a ball 
In tho shoulder, but is not fatally 
wounded. 


Him. S. O. Hclshi'll of this city had a 


bull to gliioiu'e his chi'ok and one to cut 
his fingernail, and after this tho of- 
ficers thought best to fall back to the 
railroad and telegraph .station in or- 
der to concentrate with other troops If 
there woro any, and they did so.

Ills 
flrst order to the minors to surrender 
wa° met defiantly. 
Whim ho began to 


advance his forces and the miners saw 
that he meant to fight they surrendered 
under arrest. 
Many, however, who 


wore armed escaped with their guns. 


Fort Anderson never had any Idea of 


surrendering, though tho men Inside 
know nothing of the outside world or 
tho fate of their commander.

TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The secretary 


of state yesterday received a cable from 
the United States charge d'affaires at 
Constantinople Informing him that tho 
house of Dr. liartlott, an American 
missionary at liourdour, province of 
Konleh, Asia Minor, has been burned 
and the lives of five missionaries are in 
danger. He believes that If prompt ao- 
tion Is not taken the missionary cause 
and lives of the missionaries will be in 
serious danger in other places. 


The building of Dr. Bartlott's resi- 


dence was originally stopped by tho 
local authorities. On application bo- 
ing made for permission to complete 
the same it was refused unless Dr. 
Bartlott would furnish n bond or 
guarantee to neither hold religions 
worship nor instruct children In tho 
premises. The withholding of the per- 
mit was claimed to be under orders 
from Constantinople. The legation ap- 
plied to the sublime porte for such per- 
mission, claiming that treaty righto of 
Americans extended not only to tha 
purchase of land, but to the enjoyment 
of tho same. Tho permit was finally 
granted by tho sultan, and It appears 
that after the receipt of this permit by 
the local authorities tho house wae 
burned. 


Secretary Foster promptly cabled the 


charge d'affaires to make urgent de- 
mand for effective protection, indem- 
nity, punishment of the guilty parties 
and reprimand of the authorities if 
found remiss. The United States cruis- 
ers Newark and Bennlngton, now on 
their way to Genoa, will bo ordered to 
tho vicinity of the outrage to support 
tho demand.
